(i) of Section 132 of the ^jor Ports Act, 1963 (38 of 1%3), the Central Government herdjy ^proves the Madras Port 
Trust Employees (Reimbursement of Tuition Fees) Amendment Regulations, 2000 made by the Board of Trustees for the 
Port of Chennai and set out in the Schedule annexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette. ' " 

SCHEDULE 

Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Reimbursement of Thition Fees) (Amendment) Regulations, 2000 

In exercise of the powers conferred under Section 28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
Madras Port Trust Board hereby makes the following Amendment Regulations. 

1. Short Title.—These Regulations may be called the Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Reimbursement of Tuition 
Fees) (Amendment) Regulations, 2000. 

2. These Regulations shall come into force from the date of publication in the Official Gazette. 

3. In the Madras Post Trust Employees’ (Reimbursement of Tuition Fees) Regulations, the following amendments 

shall be made : ^ 

(i) The existing Regulation 3(iv) of the said Regulations shall be substituted as under: 

“If a Trust’s employee’s wife or husband is employed outside the Trust and is entitled to the facility of 
reimbursement of fees in respect of her/his children from that employer, the Trust’s employee or his/her 
spouse may claim reimbursement from either of the organisations.”

The existing Regulation 5(i) of tlie said Regulations shall be substituted as under ; 

“\\n employee shall be eligible to the Reimbursement of Tuition fees payable and actually paid in respect 
of his/her child”. 


(iii) The existing Regulation 5(iii) of the said Regulations shall be deleted. 

(iv) The existing Regulation 6(ii) of the said Regulations shall be substituted as under : 

“The concession is admissible only in respect of two legitimate children of the employee including step 
children and adopted children (where adoption is recognised under the Personal Law of the Employee) 
who are wholly dependant on the employee”. 

(v) The existing Regulation 6(iv) of the said Regulations shall be deleted. 

(vi) The existing Regulation 6(v) of the said Regulations shah be deleted. 

(vii) The,existing Regulation 6(vi) of the said Regulations shall be deleted.
